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2. Six T 34 type tanks vere seen in ihe fields outside of Briel (54/167) being 
driven in formation, They seemed to be receiving directions since they oll 
suddenly turned together, first to the left and then to the right and then 
continued to proceed in the same direction. This movement was repeated

3. Near the road which runs from Schwerin to Briel, ab a point lying between 

'  Holgendor® (54/757) and Brahletorf (454/713), a unit was seen setting up 
e pontoon bridge across the river Warnow. The unit consisted of about twelve 
officers and sixty men. The officers wore shoulder patches which vere inter- 
‘mined with red and the men all wore bluc fatigues.

Tho trucks used to transport the pontoons had a particularly long chessi.e and 
their body was tuilt in such a manner as to slide the ponteons dn upside down 
without their heving to be tied down in any way. 


Be The pontoons were unloaded from eight of the trucks and carried to the water's 
edge. Thay could aot have weighed very much since ten men were easily akilea to 
vemove them from the trucks. ‘The pontoons were painted derk green and vere 
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marked 7/I to 7/IV and 9/1 to 9/IV. Beams whieh vcore about ten meters long 
were then need to set the pontoons down into the water sideways. The pontoons 
were about 7 m long, 2.50 m wide and 1.60 to 1.80 m high. They vere anchored 
by means of kedge anchors facing across the river, after which beams and 

boafda vere laid ecross then, The boards viere then made fast to the beams 

by means of clamps and a hind of ferrule serev, Two such bridges vere bulls 
lying alongside each other, The iarnow is about 20 m wide at this point. . 

The trucks were driven back and forth across the bridges several times. Tho 
whole operation, i.e. assembling the bridges and disassembling then, lasted 
about tvo and e balf hours, giving the impression that a unit with considerable 
previous experience was involved. [_  |believes that these pontoons are 25x11 
kept in Dammgarten. The sane unit was seen practicing over the Stepenit2 
river near ii. Eicheon (i154/T37).
